HEAD COACH 

Coach Homer Prendergast realized a dream of many 
years this season when the Fair Park team won the 
State Championship. He has coached many teams 
since he began as coach at Fair Park in 1931, each 
in its turn composed of promising material. The ex¬ 
periences gained from his years of playing high 
school as well as college football at Auburn Uni¬ 
versity and on Army elevens have been reflected 
in the ability of the Fair Park players. 

He began his grid career as a kicker on the Marshall 
high school team. Upon entering Auburn he quali¬ 
fied on the varsity squad as a freshman and also 
played on their unbeaten National Collegiate cham¬ 
pionship team which finished its season without 
permitting a score to its foes. Coach Prendergast 
was on the all-Southern Conference team as a run¬ 
ner and a kicker. He coached at Marshall College 
in Marshall, Texas, before becoming assistant coach 
at Byrd in 1926. 


ASSISTANT COACHES 

Coach Roy Wilson whose name is practically synonymous with that of Coach Prendergast at Fair Park began his 
football career as a player at Byrd High School under Coach Prendergast. Later he became a tackle at L. S. U. 
where he played from 1930 thru 1932 and was named on the Southeastern's team in 1932. He began coaching 
at Fair Park in 1935 as line coach. 

Coach Clem Henderson joined the coaching staff at Fair Park in 1948. He played high school football for Jen¬ 
nings when its team clashed with Fair Park in the state A A finals. After a time in the Marine Corps, Coach 
Henderson entered La. Tech where he lettered as guard on their football team. He is responsible for the second 
football team and coaches the basketball and track teams. 

Coach Tommy Trigge came to Fair Park in 1952 to fill the demand for a fourth coach. He played football while 
attending high school in Port Arthur in 1938, '39 and '40. After playing on the football team while stationed in 
Pearl Harbor in 1943 he entered Lamar Junior College and played as guard in 1946-'47. Last yeaT he coached at 
Independence, La.
